paines and trauaill, that made them deuoide of all humanitie, 
and batdened their hartes with bloud ſuckyng tyzanny.J pꝛaiſe 
not thoſe labour ſome and illiberall artes, whom Ariſt.calles 
Vauanſous & mit harhicas g. pol. cap. a. and Tully ſordidas e mechani- 
cat. i. of. where with mens bodtes are ſoſlde and made filthye. 1 
name none, bycauſe Satyres and open nippinges of imperfect- 
ons, which in old time, when Lucilius and his crewe w2itkt, was 
lawfull in Enterludes and iozitinges, to the ſhame of the offen- 
ders, and the affrighting of others ! is abzogated , and they that 
now a dates are in moſt anthozitie, t beare almoſte the greateſt᷑ 
tountinaunte among vs, ſcrape vp their wealth, as a Cock doth 
the corne out of u dunghill, and win their reno ne be ſuch occus 
pations, vet there was an auntient law in Rome, that a miller, 
a Smith, a Bakcr, and a pointmaker, might not de a Denatour, 
J do not commend the vio!et excerciſes of thoſe champernours 
who although they are made traiiger dy their pꝛaaiſes (as Quin 
tilian ſaith) lib. 12 Pet is their nakurall growth pzenenfed, abs 
dozring from the like libod and fozme ci men. 10 
I lite not the cat om gf þ Carthagimans, by which they woze ſa 
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ringes in their chaines, in figne of honour, as fhep bad bene af 
bictozious atchieaements, noꝛ Þ of tha Scithians, whtch pꝛohi⸗ 
bited any one to dzinke of their feſfinal! quaffing enp, that was 
troled vpon holpdapes, but him that had ſlaine ſome enempe, 
Noz t hat of the men Iberi, which:p2onided ſo many enſignes 
to be erected by the ſepulchꝛe of the baried, as they had kylled 
men, Che cuſtome I ſape of none of all theſz ſhould be currant 
in my kpngdome. 

Fo2 the crnelty of the ſwoꝛd (be it ſpoken by the patience of 
all ruffians) is not to be ballaunced with the honour of peace. 
In deede Sipio wan fame in beating downe citties, but Cato 
Cenſorius got immoztall memoꝛ in teſoꝛming the peoples ma» 

ners by his ſharpe penalttes.Although Pauſamas and Lyſander 
enlarged their countrie territozies by valure , pet were they 
not comparable to Lycutgus his lawes, from whence as from an 
Oꝛac le, the firſt deniſe of their enterpꝛiſes, and the diſcipline of 
their manners were diligently fetched . Neither was M.Scau- 
rus Acinil magiſtrate,inferiour in publicke pzofite, to C,Mari- 
us awarlicke taptaine, no: Q. Catulus an officer of peace,to Cu. 
Fompeius a pzofefCed ſouldiour,

Whereas thou reaſoneef,that right pleaſure conſiſts in erter 
nall feaces,bycauſe thcy are the conueyers, and as if were the 
carriers of it to the internall partes, thy p:oofe is as bad as V liſ- 
ſes hi:sin the ftrife betwirt Aiax t him foz Achilles his armour.

As ſoꝛ pou Clitipho, your are nothing peviſh pꝛolode, an 
arrogant patch is one, and x ou an other.if you will not giue v. 
uer pont ignominious bꝛawlinges cgainſt my medeſty my mo⸗ 
deſteſt part J pꝛomiſe pou, that fo2 his ſhamefaſtnes do th ſildde 
ſtew him ſelfe abzoad, will haue an action of the caſe againſte 
your noſe.J will not ride an Aﬀe to death, but thus farewell 
good nady body, 

Their tutoꝛ and gouernour partly agreued, pet moued to ad⸗ 
miration on euery ones patt, moꝛe then he would make ſem⸗ 
bluunce, and fearing the ponge gentlemen would not diſcont⸗ 
nue their dilcoꝛd, vnleſſe his perſrations cooke ſome better 03- 
der, mutilated their ſcouldinges , and thus began his couns 
ſailes- 

Philotimus and Acmilius,ſince pour iudges haue pꝛonoun- 
cred that both haut bong well, and cannot determine whether 
hath done better, be pop fo2 the victoꝛy, u hie h they will 


not giue you, but be p2clf to pꝛeſer ue pour gotten credite. Jhope 
that the greate iop. which your few wozdes haue bzed mee, ſhall 
not faile to further pour time ly towardncs. Jt was Democritug 
his hap walking ab2oad'fo fake the aire,tomete with protago- 
ras the a batger, bearing a bundle of ſtix very curtouſly compaces 
ted, towards the Cittie. Pcmocritus muſing how a rude and rus 
rall feilowe,could without any kn wledge of Geometrie, bſe 
ſuch art in laing theſe ſtickes together,neſired him to bnfovlde 
his fardle and trie if be could with the like met} 05 kuit his bur⸗ 
den together againe. Protagoras fulfilled his will, and vſed the 
ſelfe lame art in his ſecond binding, which when Democritus 
ſaw,bythe pzomptnes quoth he (my ſonue) which J percetne in 
this light matter, J ſce thou art initiated in the foundation of 
far weightier (ci-nces,and ther eupon faking him from his ſer- 
\bitude,and teaching him Ceometrie, Protagoras betame fo ex⸗ 


celleiit as ye did:ſo lap J-ith pꝛemonition pou be not p2oude, 
OM 
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tough I pꝛaiſe you to your tœ ch, that the aptnes whiche J ſæ in 
this D:lputation of paſtims, giues me courage to conceiue ſome 
kuture felicitie, 
Fenz this matter of bꝛriaunte, breauſe a Bingdome diuided is 
not long eZaylithed, and frendes falling out ate hicdly àctoned, 
be content to claim: no intereſt, bu: beare the bzivle eagaly, 


Nay faid Philotimus, a litle chaſed with arguing : It was So- 
lons opinion, that rewardes and puniſhments were vphoulders 
of the Citie, and fyercfoze inte one mutt nedes doe beſt, let your 
centure of our datnge,geue him rewarde of the bet. Foz an Ari- 
ſtocratia muſt neuer fake place, where the Monarchic may poſſi⸗ 
bly gouerne the whole. 

Aemilius as one ex Academica, thinking himſclfe able to mans 
faine anp controuccſy,and ſomthinge moucd wits the indurate 
ſtubboznznes-of his frend Philotimns, bad him pꝛode tgat, aud 
vent the honour, 

Philotimus bztefly concluded in this m inner, lupiter hath the 
esminion oucr all the Gots It is monTcugus faz one bodpe to 
baue 2. heads: all p members are rules by one hart:all the parts 
of the hip ſtand under one kele: cran:s follow one crane: tye 
heard hath one ſhephcard; oue buſhe faith the Vz 2uerbe, can not 
harbour two Robin redbꝛeſtes: moꝛe warres haue bene raiſed, 
bycanſe manpe woulde commaunde, then by their oiſobedience 
Which would not be commauded. Mhat fierce fightes were thoſe 
betwirt Scilla e Marius, Cæſar and Pompey, Auguſtus f M. An- 
tonius, Galba t Othos, Othos 4 Bytellus, Bytellus 4 Veſpaſianus, 
Seuerus & Iulianus, Seueius 8 Albinius:? Tpꝛanie, is wozſe then v?⸗ 
ſurping of the peere9,02 all the cõmons aduauncing themſelues, 
and thercfo:e a Monarchie is the bell, 

Acmilius aun vered : The ſimilifade of God may not be d2awne 

fo man. Libertie being the greateſt gift, that the Ooda beTowe 
byon men, by wha: ceaſan ſhoulde one maus au:-hozitie take a 
way the libertie of ſa may men: Dne mans iudge meat is ſone 
ſubdued to enill affectes,as one bucket of Water is ſooner poiſo⸗ 
:d, then many ſeuerall veſſells. Though one crane guid al, vet 
not al wapes one i the ſelle lame Crane, but uo w this, uow we

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compariſon of pour Shepheard will not hould. F02 if the flocke 
be great,the Shepheards muſt be many, Againe,the whole flock 
is of a ſociable, agręaunt, and vnifozme nature, neuer diſoay- 
ning his fellow, oꝛ Lozdinge ouer bim, neither feeling the poke 
of any gouerament,Dne Cittie hath bene gouerned manye hun⸗ 
dꝛed peares by aDenate,that ruled moze quietly tyen any King, 
hauing kinges of many ſoꝛoninces under if, 

Philoumus replied: It is not libertie to liue as we lift , but by 
th e lawe and oꝛdinaunte enacted by Nature , ſome to gouerne, 
as the moſt wiſe and dertuous, ſome to obey, as leſſe excellente 
in giftes. And bycaafe it ſemes hard, that one ſhould rule all, the 
Gods haue pꝛomiſed to rule the hartes of Uinges and P2tnces, 
as Vlyls:s ſaith in the ſecond of Homers Iliades. e ſaith alſo in 
the ſame place:Great fame aud high renowue,are thinges deau⸗ 
rate, and of weight, if they be marſhalled in a King. As it is ealp 
fo: one veſſell to bee infected : ſo is it eaſter to finde one abſolute 
man, then a multitude mate fo2 an entire Cmpice. Cuery one 
of the tinges that were ſubiec to that Senate, ruled his ſeueral 
Pꝛouince by himſelfe, as well as theSenate did all in one. Laſt⸗ 
ly, there is one chiefe in euerye Senate, to whome the reſte doe 

ſome obeyſaunce, and in whoſe ſentence they ſtand and relt. | 


Here Aemilius ſawe himſelle in the lapſe , and almoſtdzawns 
d2ye of all replies, wericd with perturbaunte of this ciuill dif 
ſenlion, with theſe oz ſuch like woꝛ des peelded himſelf. | 
Whether victoꝛie be an appurtenaunte of a rightful cauſe,o2 a 
ſubtill convepaunce of thy ſleight matter.hath bleared our eyes, 
2 knowe not:o! whether eno2me tauſes doe want ſolyd matter, 

2 A tre wantlike barriſter muſt nedes be pitched ouer the peark, 
now it bots not: but tocddiſcendto our covenaſit wherwith we 
are combined, as J graunte me onercomen in our latter diſculft- 
on, ſo I giue thee the Trophees of all our diſceptations. 


Philotimus, who was euer moꝛe conefous to be accounted fa⸗ 
mous, then willing to heare his laud exalted, returned his f2en- 
des curteſic in theſe woꝛdes.

8: ffant,wherewith to bee well occupied, and pou were ſtaul- 
led with yeſter dapes Diſputation, J will pꝛeſcribe you cer- 
taine Inductions fo be perſazmed at the Uniuerſitie, which 
it vou fallow, vou ſhall neither repent you of your pꝛeſent atten⸗ 
tion, noꝛ rr pine at the pꝛoſpering o other Gentlemen: and bi⸗ 
cauſe contrarp to oꝛdinarp, vou are grounded in the liberal arts, 
which is not vſuall to freſhmen. when they firſt come to ſudy, J 
will ſet yon downe no childiſhe ſamplers, as though J mente to 
impleade vou of Ignoꝛaunte, but ſuche as lerue Gentlemen 
af pour eſtate, and niape beſeeme Studentes of a good tanding.. 


Firff abaſe not good letters in your imagination: foꝛ their art 
is moze behofull foz the gouernement of Gentlemen, then the ir 
want is mater iall fo: a pꝛiuate Subiec. When Camillus trium- 
pbed ouer the Frenchmen the day of his vidoꝛpe, he wꝛote theſe 
wo2des in the Capitoll of Rome: Thou haſt bene mother to all 
Wiſemen, & ſtepdame to all.Fooles;. 

Be ſtudious in pour learning, but not ſottiſh in pour labours: 
fo: moderate paines imploied in due times, increaſeth knowledg 
without bodilye dammage , when inte icate endles triuious toy- 
lings, plunge the wits, and cruciſſe the tartas. 

Trifle not pour times in vaine ſettes of wozdes, but let your 


greateſt trauailes be Philoſophicall Anſtitutions: foz if is ” d 
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hard fo: the Capler to ſhape a fitte garment foz a ſtraight bodie, 
but it is impoſſible fo; a croked body fo be framd by his art to fit 
a [treight garment. It was one of Socrates his Embicms, that he 
is eloquent inough, that deliuers his minde plainly, . 

Amonge all other Artes, foꝛgett not the Mathematikes, fo; 
| the Ecymologie of their name, exhoꝛtes you to learne them. 


Turne over the volumes of aunt ient hiſtoꝛies: fo2 ſo you be- 
ing yong without experience, pour knowledge ſhall ſfretche furs 
ther then pour fathers remembꝛaunce. 

Pane a ſight in all Languages, though it bee but (uperfictalt; 
fo2 ſo you ſhall be Cittzens in all Countrepes, and be able to cab 
culate their condicions and manners: and that which is not ſpey 
cifted in ſo ne of our Languages, is explaned to the full in an o- 
ther Tongue. 

Fo2 pꝛeteptes to be eloqueat in any one Tongue, J canne al⸗ 
fign? vou no reſolutg certeintie: Foz neither are all Ozatozs 
taught by one maiſter, (ſaith M.Cicero)nepther doe they vle the 
ſame wapes and meanes, Sweete were the ſance would pleaſe 
ech kind of fait, ſtraung were the veine that ſome man thoughte 
not vaine: pet that which is generally receined of all, is conue⸗ 
nable fo? you, Firlt in your entraunte to every Tongne, reade 
thoſe Authoꝛs which ar ſound without blemiſh,as Cæſar, Tully, 
Terence, in the Latin tongue: fo2 Linye t Salult , chieffeynes 
of Antiquaries, being generall ie perfitte touching their whole 
wozEs,but mancate hece and there with ſome ſcattering faults, 
are not ta be necleced of the Students in Etoquence,but to bee 
dilizently read of thoſe that haue indgement,Secondarily mark 
their phzaſe t Clocution, 4 then that which is commonly iight- 
ly regarded, be painfull to make a ſwete round number. An ery 
ample of this nnmber, doth Sturmius point out in tbe beginning 
of Fully his Dzation fo2 A, Cecinra, the verye firſte Sentence, 
of which, bycauſe Cully ſpeakes ſomewhat, and Hetmogenes at 
large, J omit fo freatiſe any thing at a'l. | 

Dfall other thinges, be charie of your companie. Foꝛ we com- 
monly ſay, that like will to like, and gather ſuſpition of ones dil. 
polition, by his compeeres, When great Scipio came from ths 
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warre of the Poeniens , better accompanied with daſfardlre mi⸗ 
chers, then with valiaunt Captaines, one Oruetus a famous D- 
ratoz ſaid vnto him: of troth, it is greate ſhame to ther, and ſmall 
bonour fo the Senate, p thou haſt ouercome the wiſe Affres, and 
art ſo wiſe thy ſelfe, t of the bloud of the wiſe Romaines, 4 wilte 
be accompanyed with theſe Holes. J ſap vnto the, that thy wit is 
in moze perill here in Rome, then thy life was in Affrick. The 
frequenting of P. Mutius his houſe, made the young Gentleman 
P. Rutilius, be thought heneſt in life, learned in the Lawe. Zbe 
mal acquaintaunce, which M, Celius in his pouthchad with Ca- 
tiline, was after in a contronerſy concerning him nc re, ſomthing 
pꝛeiudictall fo the vprightnes of his cauſe: 
Let your-companions be at leaſt your cocqualls :fo2 5ᷣ̊ is com⸗ 
I, inũnuating to pour betters,if you may without pzeſumption, 
e affable fo inferiours with a ſober ſubmiſſion. 
Ade the companp of your equalis with emulation bee directed 
by your. beffers with imitation, contemne got the baſeſt fo2 any 
occaſion. | 
Learne wiſdome ofthe guncient, but affec not their grauitp: 
gather wit of the wantons, but deteſt their coruptions : learue 
manners at the Court, there are fewe at the Untuerſitie.

* Philotimus with a gratious bathful/nes gaue him thankes fo; 
his good Lecare, with pꝛoteſtation, that one thinge wher ewith 
hee had comfozted him, in ſapinge that their pꝛocedinges were 
moꝛe fo ward, then theirs are vſually which come to anUniuer- 
ſitie,he either feared was not ſo, oꝛ els much mernailed it ſhould 
be ſo. Foz J haue read ſaid hee, that no man was ſufferable to 
enter Plata, his Schoole, vnleſſe hee had goodknoweledge in 
the perſpedions ot Geometry, and then j muſe why our maiſters 
of Florence, ſhould bee ſo far ouerſane, to atmit epther Childꝛen 
that be oue r young e ſoꝛ their ſtudies, o: ignoꝛant trewants that 
ve to idle to learne, 02 blockeheaded doultes that haue no capa- 
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Senior Mondaldoes aunſwere to this, ſhall be Counſaple, fo2. 
I thinke it better to rſt in the mid way, then run my ſelle out of 
bzeath, f get no goale. 

To make recapifulation of all their communication they had 
by the way, were moꝛe troublous to my pen, then now it can in 
tend, and therefoze intermitting all interlacing of many a good 
diſcourſe nothing vnp2ofifable,J will bꝛing them now at length 
to their wiſhed Uniuerſitie , where thus mnche J can ſay in the. 
pong Gentlemens behalfe,but in eſpecial of Philotimns,that in 
application of his boke,he was as induſtrious, as if his liuinge 
had layd on his Learning, and ſo curious t circumiped in mains 
tepning of his credit, that he 'onely was the man,wyome all men 
admired. In all points of learning Philotimus was commended, 
in all compariſons. Philotimus extepted, in all exceptions Philo- 
timus p2eferrcd, 

Vis lyfe was mo2e bertnons, then his lyne was noble, and 
mo2e notoꝛious was his vertue, then the bzute of his bloud, and 
his name better credited, then his perſonage acquainted. 


In one and the onelp thinge that belonges to an Orator, in ſo⸗ 
neraigntie of ſtile, 4 a ſwete and treatable pꝛonunciation, he ex⸗ 
teeded all others of whom 4 haue read. At is repozted of Tullye, 
that fo one ſentence bꝛauelpe deliuered , all the people at once 
caſt bp their cappes,# gaue a ſhoute: Then truſt me(Gentleme) 
J doe thinke, that if Philotimus had ltucd in thoſe dates, 2 ſpoken: 
to that people, that at every Period they had be ne amaſt d. 
Bis manners were milde, and very amiable. Fo2 though hes 
were of a cholerick ſanguine complcxion, whoſe operation doth 
vſe to make his Subicge ſadeine : yet he coul2e ſo well refraine 
his choler, and make exchaunge lo: cheuiſaunce of turteſpe, that 
theſe Sentences were often rowling in his mouth. Ariſt. ſaith, 
that Thoſe are fools, which cannot be angry. at an occaſion: But 
Plato ſaith, that Thoſe are more fooles, which will be angry with 
out great occaſion, J well bela ue Atiſt foꝛ he ſeldome lieth, but 
J will follow Plato, foz he thaught it ſinne to lye. | 

His bedy was decently made, e featlye framed,confeyning an! 
abſolute conſtitution, and conuenience.of linfaments; his head 
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nok a ſlope co2nered,but rofid x globewile faſhioned. His halre au 
bnrae oz cheſten coloure,x ſo was Hectors: his fozehead ſmooth 
and vaw2inckled,beautified with comelye eiebꝛowes and ſuche 
were the bꝛowes of Alcibiades, ano gallantly garniſhed with 
a paire of amiable etes,not hollowe,buf delightfully ſtandinge 
out,cherefull to his frendes, and churlth to his foes, + ſuch ſaith 
Heliodorus were the epes of Theagencs,hts checks roſeall like 
Phebus riſing iu the Orientall ſkie;of (ature he was ſemelp, nei⸗ 
ther dwarfiſh like a man cut of at legges, noꝛ a lungis like one 
that ſtandes vpon ſtiltes, but iu ſt in the middes, wherein cons 
ſiſteth vertue His poꝛte and ſtate of body bolte vpꝛight, his gate 
framed to comeli neſſe, not nicely affected, noꝛ curiouſly counters 
fapted, as it were plaiers, and diſguiſed maſquers, who by a kind 
of vpſtart gate, vnwiſelp weene to win commendation In com⸗ 
munitie or life he was verye jocund, neither to bablatiue withe 
flattery,noz to whuſt with mozoſitie , which Ariſt. 2 of his E⸗ 
chicks cap. bii.tearmeth the two extremes of curteous humani⸗ 
tye: familiar in communication with gentle mildne s, ſeaſoned 
With pleaſare aud a reuerent grauitie:without pꝛatling and tat⸗ 
Ling, without biting ſcoffes 02 vpbzaiding taunts, pleaſauntlye 
contepted and merry with honeſtie, vſing therein no filthines oz 
ribauldzie:and as he was molt far from malapert ſcurrility, and 
ſcenicall geſture, ſo was he free from ſulleyne ſterne ſeueritp, e 
Coicall indolency. 
This fo: the moſt part was his behaniour. In tonge he was 
ſplent, in this reſembling Cato Vticenſis, which neuer ſpoke but 
being vrged:in countenaunce (ad, and pet not ſo ſullen as NI. 
Craſſus, which neuer but once laughed ia all his life, Fr6 compa · 
ny ſolitary, but foꝛ this onely cauſe, fo: which Sophocles in age 
would ſequeſter himſelfe n. to quiet his mind w vatroblous cõ. 
tentation and encreaſe the gifts of knowlcdg and learning. And 
as Hermes Triſmegiſtus ſaith, that Plotin us the philoſopher, 
made as it were to all oꝛnaments of vertue, chooſe him a ſecrete 
place of reſt, where he might be far from humaine conuerſation, 
and beſtowe his time in dinine contemplation,free ano feareles 
fam all the inſultes aud coun terchecks of foztune,and -_ bes 
| | contemned 
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contemmZd all titles of honour, and ali poſſeſſions of riches , at· 
counting that true honour and wealthe , whereby a garniche d 
minde doeth knowe the oꝛyginall of it owne authozitie : even ſg 
was Philotimus affected, that trade did he trauerſe, and that mes 
diocritie. 

Fo2 he often would ſap, that ſince no man might enter Dias 
nres Temple at Cræta { where Dedalus bath eternall memozie, 
fo; his woꝛthy monuments) vnleſſe he went in ſtripped e naked, 
it was pꝛobable that none were dotile Diſciples of learning, but 
ſuch as caſt of the care of woꝛldly pompe. 

His diot was moderate, his dꝛeames nat vaine t reaving,iop" 
ned with idle talke, as commonly theirs are, which aboũd with / 
redde choller, whiche Iuucnal well deſcribes in his 7.boke;With 
griſlye dreadfull Dreames by nyghte their heades are vexte, with 
gaſtly viſions in their ſleepe yclad with vgſom ſhapes. Foz of cho⸗ 
ler ace enkindled burning Agues,# phantaſticall 3maginations,. 
doting of burninge of Townes t Youles, of murthers, of hurlye- 
burlics,whe the famoſitte of the choller ſtriketh into the bzaine,. 
The continuance of the diſturbance of this, is vopded by vomit 
ſweate. t enacuation by ſiedge, which may bee done with Radie: 
pontica, and ſuche thinges as pꝛouoke brine, as theſe hearbes:: 
Alkakengie, Sperage, Gardeyn Parſcly, Annyſeede, Fenellſeede, & 
by the fo:bearing of all hot, fat, and ſwete mrates, which are ves: 
ry apt to be turned into choller, except reiſons, licoꝛas, and by eas: 
ting lach thinges as will quallify the heat of the blond. Slerpe 
alſo muſt be pzonoked by Lacuce,4 ſallet hearbs, that doe humeR' 
the bꝛaine, and all the partes of the body, e Venus, anger, buſeas 
fonable labour, long faſting, muſt bee auoidcd,and ſckanting aur 
ſe lues of vicualls. 16-1908 
is Dꝛeames were ſache, as after the ſirſte ſſ&pe, the bzains: 
not ſtuffed with fumes, doe pꝛeſage ſome newes appꝛoching. as 
Valentinianus dꝛeaming that he ſaw his wife altered from her 
merrie glee,  weare a mourning gowne, the next day had it ſos 
bought to paſſe by his ſodeine death. And Auguſtus his mother 
dataminge that' ſhee bꝛoughte ſoꝛth a Starre whiche illuſtzated 
the whole earth, had it verified in the Aces of Auguſtus, 
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To pꝛoſecute the hꝛonicle of Philotimus, be in a eerteine day; 
hearing a crew of litigious ruſfiãs, belching out their fuliginous 
fomentations againſt him, and inſulte with hatefull ſpite ouer 
ſome of his doinges, thinking no body had heat de then, but they 
among themſelues,couertly (food on the other ſide the wall, and 
gently and frendly admoniſhed them, as thoug? he had bene one 
of their ownecompanions. J beſech you Dirs,fpcake low, leaſt 
Phitotimus heare.fo2 this is ſomtime his walk, where he takes 
the ayze, And arguing on a time on ſome Dophiticall pointes, 
with a Gentleman named Papius, who ode very ſtiflpe to his 
vwone aſſertion, 4 ouecheated with chafinge and anger in diſpu« 
ting, condemned Philotimus foꝛ att hereficke in Philoſophy:then 
(quoth Philotimus) J appeale to Papius when hee is ſober, to de- 
vate the diſſention. Which make aunſwere appeaſed Papius, x 
reuolted him from his crrour, 

It was nat ine to Aemilius his nature, to tounteruaile all in⸗ 
iuries with a contrary counter buffe, and neuer fo die in the debt 
of his treſpaſſours. Herebpon would Philotimus expoſtulate w 
him. Mat it an Aſſe oꝛ an Dre ſhould kicko2 ſpurne the, woul- 
delf thou thinke it nanhod to ſtrine againe? But J will aduiſe

Dinner, at the Table with one Tclamon his very frend, t other 
Gentiemen, Cleocritus began to appoſe Philotimus 4 Acmilius 
in their ſtudies, and inquired of them the ſtate of their Uniuers 
ſitie, whether pt were, as ſome boldly woulo ſlaunder it, decap⸗ 
td in ſtudy, and growen to vnſemelp inſolencic. 


Pblilotimus aunſwered, that it coulde not greatlye bee blamed 


ti ough it were ſo,confidering the ſmall regard was had of Lear- 
nung, pet comparing that he pad experienced in pis time, with

Query one at the Table commended the wittie aunſwere 
of Philotimus, yet Cleocritus willing to be reſolued in his que - 
tion, vrged it to Acmilius, who gaye him this auuſ were.

thence to the countrie.of Liguria, to liue in a paze village, where 
ſomtimes his father had made his habifacle,e buying that pooze 
cottage, built in þ compas thereof a ſtately building, permitting 
He old to remaine in the midſt, without addition o2 diminution 
eren: and lince 4 mult needs condiſcend to your impoꝛtunat a 
entrea⸗ 
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entreatie, ydu ſhal haue the title of mine old frend now ruiuous, 
as one of who J haue erewhile ſmackt the relliſh of repoſed reſt, 
marrie an other platfoꝛm J haue laid, wheron J purpoſe to ered

It is not fo2 mee Philotimus, fo'deale with him that can cards 
moꝛe in one night, then J manpe a god huſwife can ſpin all the 
dap. Martia, Letus, Electus, killing Commodus on the night, cõ⸗ 
maunding tertaine ſlaues to beſtowe his bodpe at their appoints 
men, wꝛapt in an olde ſeron, wherin the oꝛdure of the ſtable was 
wont to be carried out, choſe an other befo2e day, to the ende the 
Empire might haue an owner, and they haue delence vnder his 
pꝛotection: # ſince J haue fozloꝛne the. blame mee not thoughe 4 
haue elected an other foz mine owne ſafegard : farewell Philotw 
mus, and be aunſwered with reaſon, 


Aurelia your ol de frend. 


Philotimus reading thefe letters, was nothinge appaulde, but 
with conkidence of recouerie, aunſjvered as followeth,. 


De Leopard purſues his pzay leaping and ſtartling, and is 
he take it not the third oꝛ fourth leape, he ſtinteth foz indig 
nation, ę goeth back warde as thoughe hee were onercome, 
Whe the Elephants of king Porus, were a litle wounded be 
p ſoldiours of the greate Alexander with their weapons called 
Capidæ, & were put in feare they were moꝛe hurtefull to their 
own rulers,x caſting them down ? tear ing thẽ in piktes, ran out 
of the battaile like ſhetpe. But J neither mean to be as ſhoꝛt as 5; 
Leopard in his haſtie huntinges;no2 ſo cowardlic as p Elephant 
in his attemptcd aſauits. And yet J cannot but yield to you, and 
p2ay to pour pleaſure fo2 a comfoꝛtable remoꝛſe. The aray mare 
is p better hoꝛſe.eſpetiallie if ſhy be a curtal, it muſt be as þ wo⸗ 
man u ill, when all is ſaid done. Though Mars were the God 8 
Bellona but a Goddeſle, yet ſhe had the pꝛeheminence in all mars 
Hall attemptes. 

But would any man haue indged you a backeſlider, ſo ſons 
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to haue turned pour tongue to pour faile, and fo? continuing of 
pour ſenſuall pleaſure, to haue flitted from an old frend to a new 
flatterer: As none rould heale PhiloRetes poiſoned fete, but Ma- 
chaon, Aeſculapius his ſonne:ſo you labour of a diſeaſe, that none 
tan heale, but he that will pay foz lending of his patiente, Jt is 
not my pucginge pilles (which, yon (aye, woulde poule you of all 
your coine)but Cornelius his ſwete ſuppoſitoʒpe, that mult mini, 
ſfer you philicke, 

It grieues me lefe Aurelia that ydu haue giuen me ouer, then 
that mine innotencie being knowen as ſhoꝛelp it will, pon ſhall 
be noted of lightenes and lewdenes. Mherebp it will come to 
paſſe, that as the name of Iulia among the Romaines, was an ens 
ſigne of a common adultreſſe ſtrumpet: ſo the name of Aurelia 
fo2 thy ſake, hencefoʒ ward ſhall be deteſted as a note of fraile in⸗ 
conſtancie. | 

Ay me but calf away, Ah deare Aurelia, my power is fo weake 

to make anp warre, and pet J can find no peace. J am not ſcoꝛcht 
with anp fire, and pet no cold adawes my heate ; I cannot die as þ 
happie dye, to pᷣ ende fo line fog euer, but A muſte liue, as miſers 
Ujue, to the end to die foꝛ euer. 

O that cucrie haire of my head were a man fo2 his adherentes 
ſake, who is no good curre,fo2 that he bites behinde, much leſle a 
' -Þhelpe of the pzincelie Lion, who being chaſed with houndes oz 

hunters, ſeeketh no couerte wherein to lurke, but ſitteth in the 
feild where he may be ſeene, and araieth himſelf to battaile. J do 
not leuell by geſſe (as thou doſt burden me) at him, that doth this 
villanie, but knowe him, and can name him, in this reſembling 
the Lion, who being vulned, taketh ſuch herde, that bee knoweth 
who firſte ſmote him, and riſeth on the ſmiter, though bee bee in 
neuer ſo great a multitude. Af there be any popſon pꝛepared in 
an houſe, a partridge pende vp in a cage oꝛ coupe, will byte and 
ſcratch, and crie out, ſuche Diuination hath ſhee by nature, and 
ſuch haue J by Gods pꝛzedeſtination to deſcry mine enemies trai 
nes.

It may be, it is fo2 ſmall good will to the, but foz enuie to mee, þ 


He buũeth himlelfe; muche like the Griphon in the 14 
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hilles, where beiug bꝛed plentie of goldand pꝛetious ones, as þ 
Smaragde, the Iasper, the Chriſtall, neither hath he vſe of the bim 
ſelfe, neither ſuffers them to be taken from thente, as diuers god 
wꝛiters affirm: o2 the Cameleon, who dꝛawing to the goſhaukes, 
againſt whom his moſt might ſtandes, they alſo flie vnto him, x 
by this meanes he taketh them, wilfully to be deuoured to other 
bealtes. But as the Linx perteiuing that his vrine doth turne in 
to a pꝛetious ſtone named Ligurius, and naturallie enupinge pt 
ſhould'be any vſe to mankind, hideth it with ſand oꝛ earth, when 
he hath piſſed, which is þ verie cauſe Þ it ſoner hardeneth, t tur · 
neth into a ſtone: So J doe not doubt, hut this labour to put mee 
out of conceite,may in time after triall of my faithe and his falſ- 
hd, conuert to my greater grace with the, e credit with others 


Pou after pour ſcoffing manner put me in the pꝛedicament of 
the Apes Calliti ices. Pet thoſe that laugh at me, foꝛ triumphing 
befo2e the vico2ie,and reckoning my ſhot bekoze mine hoſteſſe, 
and thin king I had thy hart before J ſearched thy repnes, maye 
deme thee a light huſwife fo2 thy cracked fidelitie. Jt is no mats 
ſterie to deride one in miſerte , but it is connenient to banne the 
cauſers of it. Thy vntoothſome t auntes may well compare the 
fo the loꝛcering Syrens, who are merrie in tempeſtes, and heauie 
in faire weather, | 

If it be the deſfinie of him that firſt woes you, to bee fozlozne, 
as it was p2opheſted that hee which firſte ſtepped on the T roian 
ground, amonge the Græcian hoſt, of netreſſitie ſhould be ſlainc, 
which was verified in Pioteſilaus (though he might vaunte that 
he was ſlaine by Hector, and repine to be vndone by a coward) 
On if as the monſfer Sphynx ſiue all that paſſed by her to the ct- 
tie of Thebs, it they could not expound her riddle, ſo you will be 
the bale of all that cannot diſplay your ſleightes: t may fall out 
that as Laodamia waſtfullie mourned foz her Proteſilaus, 02 as 
when Ocdipus had giuen Sphynx a ſolution, ſhe bꝛake her necke 
fo2 griefe; ſo thou maieſt wiſhe ere thou dyeſt fo; pooze Philoti⸗ 
mus, and when thy caute le fetches halbe laid open, follow Phil, 
lis in the cud, though far vnlike her in thy life.

and was extellent tn pꝛocuring men to teares: noz to be erperte 
in the UM ofull Elegies, to moue the to pittie a diſconſolate wꝛetch. 
Mho can gtae to me a foũtaine mady of mone, that J may wepe 
as much as is my will, t fouſe my ſoꝛtow vp in (welling teares:

not one ly an harbour of crueltie t diſdaine, but ſomedcale alſo of 
mercifull curteſte, which by mp diligence may be deriaed to the 
bchwfe of my diſtres.

Thoſe therefoze of hot compoſition,and of mean rate 
in ſtature, liuelye, neate, and nimble, doe, as Virgil ſpeaketh of 
Been in the fourthe of his Georgickes, within that little coꝛpes 
of theirs,right noble ſtomackes beare, 

Foz though they be not ſo raſh and fcarelcs as they of other 
ſozte, vet by reading oz reaſon, experience 02 pollitie, they dare 
in time doe as much as they, and fo; the others one matter well 
tompaſſed with ſacceſſe, they will being ten thowland to bappie 


end, ik lucke de aunſwerable.

IJ meane not fo make an Jnnecine againſt goodlie co2po2all 
men, of whom foꝛ my part A thinke very ſubſtancially, noꝛ think 
not, but that as Ariſtotle ſateth, great heades, if they be not too 
great, haus the beſt capacities, (6 great men, if they be not mon⸗ 
ſters, haue no want of wit. Fo} Paulus Eginetus, remember, in 
tis firſt booke De medicina ſaith, that a ver ie lttle beade is a rer⸗ 
taine figne of a weake iudgement, t want in quantitie of bꝛaine: 
and J luppoſe, that if their frame and match be euen and equall, 
Nanes and Dwarfes muſte needes be topped with ſuch heades. 


J can vſe ns ſharpe aunſweres to excuſe my ſelfe fo theſe buge 
Polyphems, neither haue J any ſound argumentes to pol iſhe the 
pꝛaiſes of ſuch as be of þ litle reaſonable ſtſe:but this 4 can aledg 
dꝛawen frõ Naturall Philoſophie, p the wittieſt ſconce hath the 
greateſt inclination to Venerie, wherewith beginning to dallpe

race, max quallifie a coward with courage, and poztcolize þ pate 


with pollicie, Alax Telamon was wont to ſap, and 3 eſſent.Any 
therefoze thoſe 9. woꝛthies of the Greekes ; who at Hectois chal⸗ 
lenge to combat with anye one fingte man, offred themſe lues to 
wage battaile,ech of them ſeuerallie, hav not onelie bꝛaund bot. 
ſterous bodies, but well btunbaſt alſo with acute pollicie, 


J dare not be fo vehement againſt theſe champions, bytauſe 
as they be fooles, ſa commonly they bee foztunate, whereas the 
other loꝛte their corrinalls in the fozmer compariſen are God 
knoweth,moze loſtie then luckte, Which howe it comes to palle 
X know not, but that we ſee ragged walles haue painted clothes, 
when ſound marble is naked: a croked backe muſt haue a bum.

Bellerophon, whoſe ſhape, wit, and mind, were moze mee fo2 
a demy God, then fo2 a moztlinge, whoſe ſemine race, and patrie 
bꝛerde, foꝛeheld deaurate icepters in Ephyra of Argos Ile, with 
how manie fozrates of enemies was he afronted , and woꝛſe thẽ 
anp dꝛiuill aſſailed with azerd ſteele, to reaue his life by ſtealth? 
What monſters had he miniſtred to be his combatantes? That 
veins of lanes enfozced to thꝛeœde, but that God whome he im⸗ 
ploꝛed to be his gardaine, renfoꝛced him with armipotente and 


impugnable marte, to bꝛinge the palme away, and pꝛoue them

Zhen 
the King appointed him ig is with manje an Amazon: but ſtil 
he was ſo ſteeld with hardie heart, that he laid the life of theſe A- 
mazons in moꝛgage with Pluto foꝛ his fanout at ſuch atttem̃pts. 
At length, to make a ſure onde of him, Rheon pꝛouided an am⸗ 
buthmeat of the Lycans ty ſet vpon him hard by a fountains ſide, 
pet all this packed crue Bellcrophov murthered. With theſe daũ⸗ 
gers vndeſerucdlyg was noble Bellerophon diſtreſte, thoughe at 
length it plealed the Gods to innoble his innocencie, the fozes 
ſais king to monut his credit.

Jndeed it was Calchas his cunning, oꝛ rather god chaunce,not 
ſo much by ſanctimonte of pꝛopheſte, but as I thinke, in flatterie 
of the potentates, to hit the truth in vnſoulding a ſecrete hiode: 
wh the Grækes were in Aulis a towne of Beocie, ſacriſicingto

Philotimus, quoth Archaretos,fngrate men men indeed deſerne 
hate, vet would J bee loth to miniſter you cumber foꝛ a medicine 
of comfoꝛt, o2 followe your hꝛeſident of foꝛmer mallice, ſince J 
mean to gine pou pꝛeceptes iof new god will. Thy hot choller J

Alas (god Philotimus)mpy feare did ener devine this hap, though 
my wellwiſhing impugned my pꝛeſagings.

Foꝛ nei- 
ther did Silla erre in that whiche hee pꝛopheſied of Iulius Cæſar, 
neither Ptoldlomeus faile, in that he fozedemed of Alcibiades: bi⸗ 
cauſe the one depꝛiued Rome of ber libertie, the other depꝛaued 
the gloꝛie of Græce. 6 
The Romaines puiſſance could not be infringed 02 bꝛought to 
exp uguation, either by the Carthagenians oꝛ the Frenchmen, the 
Huns oz the Epirotes, the Sabines the Samnites,02 the Etrurians, 
but by reckles pꝛide, and licentious lining , it was remunerated 
with vtter ruine. J ſpeake it to this purpoſe( Philotimus) bitauſe 
if thou haddeſt bene as warie in thy life, as thou art wiſe in ” 
learning. oꝛ as frugall in erpences, as thou waſte frolicke in thy 
ſpoztes,thy (fate had bene firme,thou haddeſt ner ded no rendes , 
and all then to Well, had not now turged to Woe, 


But no man is bozne without a blemiſhe, and the Gods them- 
ſelues had their imbetilities.Saturne was ptuiſhe, lupiter adul- 
terous, Apollo wanton, and Titan ennious : Alexander was fus 
rious, Archidamus ambitious, Demetrius vicious, Hannibal per - 

lured, Traian a wine bibber, and Homer a vaine talker.. Then 
(my good Philotimns) ſiace as J hope thou art penitent ſoꝛ pze- 

ter onerſights3, be not diſmaied in thy ſelfc,no; deſpaire in thy

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But firſt ot all J fraightlie inhibit you fo2 your better thꝛiuing. 
neuer once to enterteine one thoughte of Aurelia, V amea was 
pꝛowde, Medzacruetl, Martia contumacious, Poplia vnchaſte, 
Mvyrtha malicious, Domitia raſhe : Aſſuia complayned of her 
ſcandale Semyramts, Armenia of Pincia,Grzce of Helen, Germa- 
ny of Vxodonea, Rome of Agrippina, Spayne of Hecuba: but all 
thele iointlie with euerie their ſeuerall faults. may not compare 
with thy ampere Aurelia, of whoſe wickednes thy teſtimonis 
is a perfed p:afe, 600 
Puſe not Philotimus, that J dehozte thee from lone, and per⸗ 
[wade thee to libertie: foꝛ J haue red moze in Hoſsienus that in⸗ 
ſtructeeth to giue connſaile, then in Ouid that learneth to be ena⸗ 
moured: and moze ſhalt thou pꝛolit in following a Sto ycke, then 
in pꝛactiũing the toles of cop Dorcatius, 1100 
Philotimus aunſwered, Py deareſt Arcaaretos,as Jhad rather 
pledge thee in water then anpe other in wine, ſo one ſillable of 
thine ſhall moꝛe perſwade mee, then the ſage ſenfences of anye 
other. The wooꝛdes of the Philoſopher Theomaſtes, did moze

But alas this haſte thou hearde,and J haue fryed it, that the 
eruell beaſt Loue, doth ſuffer herſelfe to be taken w a thꝛeed but 
will not be thꝛuſt away w a percing launce. In this caſe J remit 
you to Hermogenes, to Teſiphontes, and to Plutarch, who haue 
ſpent much time in wꝛiting of Loues remedies, and pet at length 
haue bene vrged to ſay and confeſſe, that it is a moze incurable 
diſeaſe in the mind, then the goute o2 plague is in the bodie.

Oh how many times did Hercules deſire fo bee deliuered from 
his loue Mithridatz, Menelaus from Dorrha, Pirrhus from Hele- 
na, Alcibiades from Sabina, and M. Antonius from Cleopatra, 
whom they would neuer not onelv fo2fake, but with them 02 fo2 
them peelded to death: God couuſell and affection agre like tron 
and clay, which by no meanes can be bꝛought to ſticke together, 
Though J were as light of fote as an Pinde, as [wift as Poli- 
te,Priams ſon, 03 is ſptedie as the tourſers of Eumelus, pet could 
AJ neuer lea * ouer ſuche a blocke as is Loue, oz onercun ſuche a

ſeuen hundzeth and fo2tie peares,they neuer made new lawes,

Pere did Philotimus, that ſwet and ſw2lfed al moll, reſte him- 
ſeize to refreſhe his weanned limmes, and here he gan afreihe to 
repeat his miſerie. which he could neuec repel from his tecozding 
memo2te, 

Into this valley had an olde Shepheard (whole name was 
Laurus) fozced with heate, bꝛought his flocke, and hee ſitttinge 
bndec a pineapple træ, was reading on an old motheaten books, 


The ſhepheard hear ing a lamentable ſounde, fraced the voice 
till he had ſtarted Philotimus, whom he found ſifting vnder a Ci⸗ 
pꝛeſle tree, leaning on his lefte hande, ſometimes beatinge his 
helcs againſt the ground, ſometimes knocking his head againſt 
the Tre, ſo netime heauing his diſplaied handes to heauen, cal - 
ling foꝛ mertie and rꝛuenge, the one to pacifie his mod, the other 
a made foꝛ his enemies crueltie. When his rage was all waged, 
and he had fed his fill vpon this eitaie, Lautus ſomething moꝛe 
emboldened then beſoꝛe, geuing him a tap on his ſhoulder with 


his ſhxpcywke, ſaluted him after this manner, 


Py Bonne, God ſpeede thy ſtudie, and b2eede thy quiet, au g 
ment thy patience, oꝛ leſſen thy pe naunce: „17 7 thy griefe mape 
be tolde, and my rudenes accepted, bewꝛap it to me, J will betray 
ther to none: credit mee a ffraunger (good yongman) J will bee 
as true to thee as the begger to his diſhe.

J my ſelfe though ſimple and vuſemely J bee „ not qualified 
with any facu [fte,that may ſatiſfy thy fancy,yethath my garland 
bene decked with ſome of thy flowers , and I bene ſp2inckled w 
the dew of thy delightes, A thought it greater valure to be armed 
with Amadis his loialtie(the very vertue in loue) then to be fur- 
niſhed with Xenocrates his temperaunce, of whome J vſed to 
* ſay,that he had not ſo mach as a noſe to ſmell the ſent of loue, foꝛ 
that lying with a Gentle woman bzaue and gallant, he had not 5 
power oz ſpꝛite to touch her. 
But bycauſe thou ſhalt not imagin? this fo bee froth of ſpech, 
and a fapned pꝛetence of fozmer happines pauiſhed bnder þ ſha⸗ 
dow of cunning diſſemblaunce, J will make the ſuch a ſhozt re⸗ 
lation of my life, as ſhall haue ſome confo2mitie with our pꝛeſent 
conference, neither imp: oper to this time, noꝛ imp2ofitavle to 
thy purpoſe. Although (as Lycurgus would not ena any lawe 
fo; the cohercion of adulterie, bicauſe he would put none in mind 
| | of it) ſo it were good foz me to bee whult in theſe matters, leaſt 
1838 looking vppon my deade joyes,it moue my heart to bleeding. 


2 was ſomtimes a ſcholler in Padua, where J foke ſach pains

N ot, I toke patnes foꝛ the weale publicke, but was rewarded [le + 
Ll . derly with pziuate wealth. As fo2 the fame J had among mine 
vim! owne compeares , J had rather vſe the renerente vertue Silence 
iin concealing it, then be thought of thee to dꝛeamein vanitie,and 
1 : 19 mores vpon mens good opinions. 
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Beſides all this, J was filed on Affections beadzoule, and 

t namoured of a Gentle woman, whom theugt ment to compas 
in pꝛogreſſe of time with faith and loyaltie, yet was myhcar! to 
big, and my abilitie to ſmall. If 7 had got but her company and 
communication, 3 thought my ſelfe conningly clawed where it 
p.caſauntly itched, and if at anp time J could bzinge her to ſome. 
compꝛimiſe, J thought my ſelfe fellow to the man in the moone, 
But what wilt thou moze? J did often experiment der good will, 
yet without her fathers conſent, which by no meanes would bee 


pꝛocured, J could not compaſſe her condiſcent, and ſo loſte all: ſo 


that J bad the pꝛofeſſion of her loue, which J earneſtlpe deſired, 
but lacked the poſſeſſion of her perſonage, which dzine me to ex⸗ 
tremities. J imagined it god pollicie to keepe theſe things cloſe, 
as a wound, by the Phiſitions pꝛeſcriptions, muſt be kepte from 
the atre:and this JF was aſſured of, that if I were ſco2ched with p 


ſinoake. J ſhould be burnt with the flame, z if J were caſte with 


a bitte o2tginall,J ſhould certetnly be condemned by a p2oceſſe 
iudiciail, and ſince my milfoztunes in their pꝛime deared me ſo 
much, they would no doubte in pzoceſſe turnd fo greate tribulati⸗ 
ons.

Then 4 ſe& that a ſhoꝛt death oz a quicke diſpatch, muſt be the 
onely cure of all theſe miſchiefes : Yereupon J was reſolued to 
fo:lake my countrie, and to ſegregate my ſelfe from all woꝛldlie 
affaires, dꝛawing fozth my life in ſome ſecrete place. After many 
dayes trauaile and great nede ſuſteyned, J chaunced fo 5 houſe 
ef an old Genslewoman, wha not onelie relieued my neceſſities 
fo2 the time, but u ould J,nould J, enfozced me to lay, and con, 
ſtituted me ſole ſteward 4 ſuruepour of her landes. And lo plan- 
ſible was J in her opinion, that on a day taking me alide,with a

The triall of thy wiſdome mp god ſeruaunk, and the ardente 
vehemencie of my affection, embolden me to ſpeake when mode⸗ 
fiie bids peace, and to ſay that abzuptly,which requires cixcuiti⸗ 
on. But an old hauke nedes no manning,and old leather nodes 
ſmall tanning then to the purpoſe, This natheleſſe mull J fo2e- 
tonfeſſe, that my impudent boldnes makes me bluſh, e my lauiſh

Py good miſtris, pour meritoꝛious charitie hath ſo tong relies 
ued me, and pour pꝛeſent curteſtes offer mee ſuche kindnes, that 
foz p one yon may challeng me to be your vallal,x with the other 
you haue ſtricke mee into a waze, Wherefoze J aſke fozgtuenes 
on my knees, if J do not accompliſh pour reaſonable co:mmaund, 
and whiles J ltae J will puniſhe my vntowardlp minde, that is 
not ſubmiſſiue to pour good meaning. 
Pet this J will tell you, which perhaps pou ha haue heard: when

At this time we bz1ke of, ſhe telling me, that ſhee doubted not

mg reũſtaũce, and m. wt wardaes,her goodwill. At length with

came to Troy with thꝛiſe ten ſaple. Could not I then fo2 a ne&de, 
marſhall the battaylons and phalanges of fotemen, and raunge 
the ſoldiours with good diſpoſition? plate the chariots in þ front, 
the choiſe fofemen in the rereward, and the weake ones in the 
middeſk:D bꝛaue, when bloudie trumpe to battaile ſaundes, and 


luſtie neighing hozſe beſtirres him on the ground, 


But when J loked backe fo ſee my ſelfe and the feblenes of my 
ſielpe carcaſſe, alas poꝛe man (quoth 4) thou arte moze like 
to fight with a Crane, as Homer in the third of his /5ade- (ateth 
that the Pygmyes doe, then attayne by thy valure fo anye nota- 
ble conqueſt: ſurceaſe from this deniſe J wiſhe, -Nay , Diana 
in her trapninge chaſe delightes, Minerua in hor chatter ing 
armes doeth march,, Apollo in his ſiluer/ſounding coꝛdes dil- 
poztes,yet none of theſe ace my content. The fragrant fieldes, 
the rarall lawnes-, where Zephytus inſpires the fraitfull earth, 
and doeth attire eache buſhe with budde and bloomie bzaunch,

Aſter all my conſultations had bene accomptant to my reaſon, 
this waz the fote of mp determination, J met with an olde aun⸗ 
tient ſhepheard, with-whoſe tranquillitie of life (being ſeiunged 
from all humaine troubles) J was mach delightcd. Him J en- 
deuoꝛed to ſerve,and after his decraſe, the ſmall flocke which hee 
kept in his life, was mine by dis bequeſt after his deccaſe.. The 
reſidue of my life haue J tedde ener ſince in this vocation, where 

at my pleaſure J could ſtudie good authours, e be contemplatiue 

when J liſt, and my manſion houſe is ponder litle ottage, which

Phifotimus his humour was frankly fedde With this diſcourſe 
oi the ſhepheard. Laurus (quoth be)J gratalate thy pꝛeſente, and 
am glad to ſe the, much haur J heard of tho which now J will 
not repeate,and J thinke my lelfc happte that J haue met with 
ther But as fo2 thy life, J rather admire it then mzane to imitate 
it. Foꝛ a candle put vnder a buſhell,ts light in vaine, and a talẽt 
hid, is to ſmall purpoſe, It thou tanſt giue me knowledge of anie 
Court nere at hande, oꝛ any nobleman that wil vouchſafe methis 
ſeruice,J ſhall thinke my ſell much beholden to ther. Truly quoth 
the hepheard, in god time: ſoꝛ not manye leagues from hence, 
doeth ſojourne a famous and vertuous Gentleman, the pꝛince of 
this pꝛouince: whoſe peaceable pollitie and divine gouernment, 
J canno! rightly match, bnt with that moſt renowned regiment 
of the wozthye Queene ELIZABETH, nowe Quecne ot 
England, whoſe ropall excellencie, | 
Ah Laurus (quoth Philotimus) there holde, leaſt in falking of 
Elizabeths mateſtie, thou beeſt oucrwhelmed with her gloꝛie. 
Pervertues muſte bee adoꝛed with ſincere contemplation, 
dut ca:inot be recenſed withon t abꝛidging of her pꝛaiſes. Jfthou 


thouldeſt magnific her highnes with the cloquence of Tully, and 
euer p 
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euerie of theſe hilles wherwith thou art enuironed, chonld Ecc ho 
foꝛth ten thowſand voices, thy woꝛdes would be waſted in Þ pꝛo⸗ 
logue of her pꝛaiſes, e the Ecchoes die fo2 toy to heare her name 
expꝛeſſed. There is no vacam of her fame in rerum natura, all the

Vell then (quoth Laurus) although J am not imbued with an 


anto2chye of facultie, to pꝛaiſe her as J would:pet doe J not want 
a true licg2s lopaltie, to pzay fo2 her maieſtie with an intetmi⸗ 
nate deuotion. And ſince the pzince of whome J ſprake, is in the 


Poſitiue degree of her Superlatiue , thou ſhalt not nede to doubt

Tuſh daſtard replied the ſhepheard)auaunt deſpaire: craue in 
hope, and haue in had, oft haſt thou heard it, and nowe ſhalt thou 
trie it, that foꝛtune moſt vſuallꝑ fanonres the venterous. 


Chat night Philotimus lodged with Laurus, and the moꝛning 
follawing all pelad in grene, ſemblable to his griefs which were 
euer freſh and grenc,he paced fo2ward to the parke, where after 
a delicate banquet, wherefo the pꝛince was inuited in a colye 
pauiſhed arbour, after the game, Philotimus in due time pꝛoſti- 
tuting him ſelke bekoꝛe his fecte, and man inge as though hee had 
ſome ſtraung newes to vtter, thereb to moue his attention, de- 
liuered this ſpeech enſuing 
Ik J were as ſhamtfaſt (renowned pꝛince) as modeſtie perſwades 
my vong grene peares , 02 if your honour did ſtrike ſuch an hoꝛ⸗ 
raur to my fain!ing heart, as is wonte ta be common in humble 
ſu:tes, and partly thought cõmendable in ſuch abieded creatures 
Ff.

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as my ſielie ſelſe, where now J f&le the ſcant of ſkill to bew2ap 
my wailfull caſe, i thcreunto to mone pour mercifull temoꝛſe, it 
would alſo foꝛce a want of will, amyd pour weightie affaires to

Pet Jlix mp ambition aboue my condicion,and a Phariſies des 
ſire paſſe a Publicanes deſert , and can it | apr with haulting 
hele to ſttiue to hoppe againſt the hill?

ther if pleaſed God and deſtinie to guide me. Now(molt puiſſant 
Pꝛince) if my lecrete inſtinde of diuinalion doe not deteiue me, 
J hope vnder pour fauourable pzotecion, here to houſe my ſelke 
in a ſafe harbour, Surmiſe not J moſte humblie beſeech pour 
maieſtie, that J come as a ſentmall within pour dominion, nep⸗ 
ther ſuſped me of any trecherie, that maye bee pꝛeiudice to your 
perſonage. Fo2 if by this faire pꝛetente J intend any other thing 
then to doe your highnes moſte duetifull ſeruice , and partlye to 
renue my decayed ſtate by pour ropall bountie , then J wiſhe 
and pꝛap, that p;efently in your pꝛeſente, the Gods moſte mira⸗ 
culouſly woꝛke my tonfuſion. Not muche J owe to manie, and 
litie moꝛe J owe to ſome, but moſte of all, and all it ſcife,ſhall J 
owe to pour highnes , if pot bouchſafe me pour moſt regall ſer. 
vice, J am not harniſhed with a complete faculty in al miſteries, 
to execute any function with facilitis , but (be it ſpoken without 
offence to any of pour ſubiedes) implope me at pour pleaſure a- 
b:oad oz at home, and if my daily diligence be inferiout to anye 
mans, (although my might be much like hers whoſe wealth was 
buta mits) then lef me loſe my due reward, and dye the death 
of a villanous traptour. Thus loth any longer to trouble pour 
highnes with my bablatiue eloquencei, and to kcepe my ſeſſe in 
ſuſpence of pour wiſhed aunſwere, J ſurceaſe my pꝛating, pꝛap⸗ 
ing Odd to pꝛeſerue pou, and expecting the reſolution of your mas 
ieſties determination. 

The noble Pꝛince ſcemed fo fake delight in his ſpeech, which 
God knowes was framed with ſmall ſtudie, and taking him by 
the hande made him ſtande bp, ſpeaking as followeth,

Neuertheleſſe, as the Perſtin Glaryphos 
4 meaninge lealke guile ro Alexander, woulde ſpeake moze 
Vit plainly to him then any other Perſian: as Lentulus judged Mem- 
wius kobe gailtics of his enditement, becauſe he aunſwered his 
4 aceuſation with ſo good a courage: and as the two pongmen in 
Uuullies ozation foꝛ Amerinus, were found ſackles of the murther 
tommitted in their chamber, bycauſe they were found quietly a s 
ſlepe in the moꝛning without any feate: ſo doe J imagine, that 
ib thon haddeſt ment any fraudelent deteite, either thy Chamefull 
10 countnaunce, oꝛ thy foltering tongue, thy feare to come in pꝛeſẽ ce 
6718 02 thy appauled wit would haue bew2atedif.And pet Front ocuii, 
. voltus, doe often deceiue, ſaith Tully, and ſo it was veriſted in the 
impoſters Gabinius 4 Cataline. But what ſaieſt thou: wilt p bind 
thy ſelfe with true allegiaunce to be my faithfull ſubiea, x to be 
©» » ſecret inall counſailes committed vnto ihee? 
Philotimas caſting his eies downe to the ground, pꝛoſtrated 
himſelfe at the pꝛinces fete, ſaping neuer a woꝛd. 
90 What meaneſt thou (quoth the Pzince) to aunſwere me no⸗ 
ng: | ; 

Let my manner of dealing, ſaid Philotimus,bew2ay my frue 
meaning. Foz as now am ſilent,lying humiliated at pour fate: 
ſo doubt not, but J will be euer ſecret when occaſton ſhall ſcrue, 
and doe pour highnes true homage as long as J line. 

The Pzince immediately after theſe woꝛdes, commaun⸗ 
ded Philotimus fa be ſwoꝛne his ſeruaunt, and 
willed him with the reſt fo attend 
bpon him to the Court.
